The Kremlin Is After 
The World Soccer Cup 


Frankfurt, Apr. 6. 


The Soviets have launched an all-out drive to gain supremacy in international 
football after thelr upset victory in the recent Ice Hockey World Championships in 
Sweden ond other successes in international sporting meets, reports gathered by 
the United Press from both East and West German sports publications revealed. 


Russian attempts to battle their way intu the top international football class 
during the 1952 Olympics ended in failure when the Soviet XI] did not survive the 


first round, 


As a result of the failure of 
the Olymple experiment, the 
ZDSA Army = yoccer team, 
which largely represented So- 
viet Hussla in  Helsinkl, was 
taken out of the “A” Champlon- 
ship group in 1952. 


Meanwhile, whe Sovict 
Olympic soccer cantingent was 
fully rehabilitated, according to 
reports in the West German 
tporta magagine “Der Kicker,” 


Because of their poor showing 
in the Helsink! tournament, the 
Soviet Olympic football team 
fer o short time fell Inte dis- 
grace with Red sports lenders. 


Sovict sports papers also 
suddenly toned down their 
biting remarks about the Olym- 
pic team's bad showing and 
gave the players’ “Jack of in- 
ternational experience’ as the 
Main reason for their fallure in 
the Finnish capital. 


ALL-OUT OFFENSIVE 


Meanwhile, the Sovicts have 
Inunched aon all-out “football 
offensive” with the final yon! to 
win undisputed mastery In the 
sport in future international 
championships, such as the 1956 
Olymples or the 1958 World 
Soccer Championships. 


“When we piay in the West 
again alter sufficient preparn- 
tion,” Der Kicker quoted the 
Soviet chief football trainer in 
fta latest edition In a report 
from Moscow, “when we play 
in a world championship, we 
will return to our homeland 
as the great victors — Ike our 
lee-hockey team.”

TOWNSHIPS GREW 


In 1938 whole townships came 
Into existence and employment 
at the Reichswerke jumped to 
over 80,000. Iron ore mined in 
1937 totaticd 800,000 tons; by 
1942 more than tive million tons 
a yoar were coming from this 
single area, 


The British Military Govern- 
ment placed the Reichswerke 
high cn the list of Industrial 
plants to be dismantlod. It was 
argued that its output was 
“surplus to Germany's needs" 
and that the mining of low grade 
ores was “uneconomic.” 


But there were other reasons 
for the deliberate — obliteration 
of the Goring plan, About 
seventy-five thousand foreign 
workers were employed in the 
Watenstedt-Salzgitter complex 
during the final stages of the 
war, 


end fed, and shockingly treated. 


“The place had a black name," 
British officials responsible for 
ordering the dismantling of tho 
Reichswerke said. “This is not 
the least of the reasons why it 
must go.” It took these offictals 
three years to maké an in- 
ventory and the work of des- 
truction only began aot the end 
of 1948. Four steel plants and 
rolling mls were diemanticd 
and transported abroad; nine out 
of the twelve. dlastfurnaces

Evidence was given _ this 
monning by Mr Dickon Yang, 
Interpreter at Aberdeen Pollee 
Station, who took statements 
from both accused In the pre- 
sence of Insp, Cattell on 
January 6. In ¢ach case, he 
sald,, the defendant was caution- 
ed and sald he wished to make 
a voluntary statement. He did 
80, and was asked to sign. When 
he asked why he should sign he 
was told he must do so. 

Mr d'Alton contended: that 
the “must” implied that the 
defendant was forced to sign, 
but the Judge overruled him on 
this point. 

A SECRET 

Mr d'Afton established that 
at the time the statements were 
taken the only people in the 
room were the Inspector, the 
interpreter and the accused. 
There was a guard outside the 
door, Asked whether he often 
took statements in: this manner 
the interpreter agreed that he 
did. Statements, he said, were 
a secret between the Police and 
the accused. ’ 

Mr @Alton; That Is not so. 
Who told you that? — It {is in 
Police Regulations. 

Mr dAlton: It is not a 
secret. I suggest to you that 
it te only ’the method by which 
statements are obtained which 
{9 secret. This is the secret 
part of it. — It Js in Polico Re- 
gulations that it is a secret, 

Mr d’Alton!— Can you pro- 
duce those regulations? Can 
you repeat them now? —~_No, I 
am new in the Police Force. 
Insp. Cattell they 
were secret, 

The interpreter denled that 
the statements were madé in 
answer to questions or that he 
had asked any questions in the 
course of taking statements,
